Sir: 

Applicants submit this Petition, pursuant to 37 CF.R. § 1.47(a), for acceptance of a 37 
CF.R. § 1.63 declaration for the above-referenced patent as executed by Jean-Paul Cano, a joint 
inventor, on behalf of himself and co-inventor Aude Prieur-Blanc (copy attached as Exhibit 1). 

The facts of this situation are as follows: 

The instant United States patent application is a continuing application of 
PCT/FR00/02224, filed August 2, 2000, which claims priority to French Application Number 
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99/10230, filed August 6, 1999. The application names Jean-Paul Cano and Aude Prieur-Blanc 
as inventors. 

Jean-Paul Cano was at the time of the invention and is presently, a scientist at Essilor 
International Compagnie Generale d'Optique ("Essilor"), the assignee of this application. At the 
time of the invention, Aude Prier-Blanc was under a fixed-term employment contract with 
Essilor. 

Mme. Prieur-Blanc has refused to sign an Inventors' Declaration. 

Relevant facts relating to the forwarding and refusal to sign the Declaration by Mme. 
Prieur-Blanc are set forth in the attached Declaration of Mark B. Wilson (Exhibit 2). In that 
Declaration, Mark B. Wilson sets forth that he is a Partner at Fulbright & Jaworski and represents 
Essilor in patent matters, including the instant application. 

In his Declaration, Mark B. Wilson sets forth the facts and exhibits evidencing that Mme. 
Prieur-Blanc has been forwarded an Inventors' Declaration and Assignment in regard to the 
present case. See Exhibit 2, 8-10. Specifically, the Declaration states that she received a copy 
of the Inventors' Declaration and Assignment on at least April 12, 2002, and has never returned 
the executed documents. Mme. Prieur-Blanc did forward a letter evidencing that she received 
the documents and stating that she believed she was due additional money from Essilor. 
However, she did not dispute that she was an inventor or that Essilor was properly the assignee 
of the invention. 

The Declaration of Mark B. Wilson further sets forth specific facts, and exhibits 
evidencing those facts, to prove that Essilor has taken reasonable steps to address any concerns of 
Mme. Prieur-Blanc but that she has not been cooperative. See Exhibit 2, ffll 1 1-15. 
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Additionally, Essilor has taken reasonable steps to attempt to address any concerns that 

Mme. Prieur-Blanc has concerning the Inventors' Declaration and/or additional compensation. 

Despite the above, as of the date of this Petition, Essilor has not received a signed 

Inventors' Declaration from Mme. Prieur-Blanc. 

The facts and exhibits to the Declaration of Mark B. Wilson prove that Essilor has 

presented Mme. Prieur-Blanc with an appropriate Inventors' Declaration and that she has refused 

to sign any oath or declaration in conjunction with the referenced application. Therefore, the 

requirement of 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) is met.
